Journeys with Jenny 

As we begin an exciting new year with religious education I would like to 
share with the parish a new program we will be initiating this fall with 
SPROUTS and their families. 

The Catechism teaches us the home is "the first school of Christian life" 
(CCC 1657). This year SPROUTS families are invited to read and pray 
together to foster our Catholic faith at home in hopes that we will grow 
in our relationship with Jesus Christ. We are initiating a SPROUTS 
reading and prayer program named Tolle Lege which is Latin for "Take 
Up and Read." Families are encouraged to read and pray together 
while becoming lifelong learners of the faith. 

To begin, each child will be given an age appropriate pray/workbook as 
well as access to Our Lady of the Black Hills children's library (directly 
across from the church office). Your child is encouraged to read and 
pray together with a family member on a weekly basis. Each week 
your child has an opportunity to earn one leaf by reading and praying 
with a family member. If your child completes one or more of the 
listed opportunities below with a family member he/she may turn in 
that leaf the following week during SPROUTS. Weekly, one class will 
have the opportunity to share about their family experiences. All 
children's leaves will be added to our "sprout" in the basement as we 
grow and celebrate through the teachings of Jesus Christ. Collectively, 
PreK-5 th grade will be earning Catholic children's books for our church 
library. When our "sprout" reaches 50 leaves we will add one 
children's book to the library.
